Pavia ; that martial law jwas proclaimed 
a council of prominent statesmen and officers 
convened, resulting In the proclamation o 
Marshal Serrano as Chief Executive; that a 
new Ministry has been formed, and that it b 
rumored that the Cortes will be Immediately 
re-convofeed and required tof call Alphonso, 
Prince of Asturias, the eldest son of ex-Queen 
Isabella to the throne.

We are net informed as -to the nature of 


the opposition to Castelar, bnt It is believed 
to be largelydae to his friendly policy towards 
the United States and U» inflexible purpose 
to secure emancipation and (reform in Cuba. 
The majority was doubtless composed of 
sympathisers with the royalist aspirants, the 
radical Insurgents and the friends of the 
slaveholdlog cabal in Cuba. ! The-result will 
ba regretted by all who sympathized with' the 
cfljrts to establish free institutions for the 
people of Spain ; | and in thq defeat of Cas- 
telar, the Republic has *noK ouly lost the 
executive Influence of its^'moat enthusiastic 
and powerful defender, but our own country 
Is deprived ot the; advantage of treating with 
a Government heartily in sympathy with out 
liberal institutions and policy. The Ust offi 
cial utterance of CasUJlar was in favor of pro 
gressive measures both at home and In th< 
colonies and there was thei most favorabl« 
prospect that with his maintenance of powe'i 
wo slionld be able to speedily secure th 
establishment of reforms urgently demandec 
iu the interest of our commercial and othe 
relations with the Spanish! colouies m the 
West Indies.
